Only one day out of bed from a 
siege of illness, R. H. Hobson, of 79 
Echo street, Wednesday night was 
carried into the country by four 
armed men, badly beaten and left ly- 
ing in the muddy road to find his way 
back to the city on foot as best he 
eld, according to his report Thurs- 
day morning to detectives. 

Captain A. J. Hoicombe, chief of the 
detective bureau, Thursdey assigned a 
picked squad of detectives and plain- 
clothesmen to follow up Hobson's 
story. 

Hobson told police that he did not 
know the men but would be able to 
identify at least two of them. The 
quartet was unmasked and all carried 
pistols which they brandished, Hobson 
told police. 

Posed as Officers. 

Knocking at the door of 79 Echo 
street at 10:30 o'clock Wednesday 
night, the four men introduced them- 
selves to Hobson, who, though ill, 
answered the door. The men said they 
were plainclothes officers and _ that 
the “chief” wanted “‘to talk to you.” 
One of the men flashed a police badge, 
Hobson stated. 

Hobson accompanied the quartet to 
an automobile, but instead of carry- 
ing him to the police station they 
whisked him to Simpson road near 
Hightower road and proceeded to whip 
him severely, he said. 

The quartet gave him no reason for 
the flogging and he could assign no 
motive, although he had had trouble 
‘with his sister on Kennedy “street, 
Hobson told detectives. He had been 
_ il for some time and unable to work, 
he said. 

After the flogging the four men re- 
turned to the automobile and left him 
to make his own way back to the 
city in the face of a driving rain, 
Hobson said.

Three times Mrs. Jane Gibson ut- 
tered the exclamation Thursday aft- 
ernoon, as she sought to fix her wan- 
derin;; gaze upon Mrs. Francis Hall 
and her staring brothers, Henry and 
Willie Stevens, who sat transfixed 
by the outburst. Three times, the 
thin, accusing hand waved feebly in 
the direction of the defendants whom 
she had testified to having : en vir- 
tually in the act of murdering the 
Rey.

Leader of House of David 
Is Taken into Custody 
for Fourth Time Within 
Two Days. 


STATE WITNESSES 
PUT UNDER GUARD 


Cult Leaders Are Charged 
With Attempting To Ob- 
struct Justice— Arrests 
Are Threatened. 


Benton Harbor, Mich., November 18. 
(P)—Weakened by iliness after his 
fourth arrest within two days, “IXiug” 
Benjamin Purnell rested tonight at 
Shiloh while the state of Michigan 
kept an eye of surveillance on the 
movements within the colony of the 
House of David. 

Purnell was carried to court lafé 
today on a stretcher by six of his 
nides for arraignment on charges of 
statutory assault brought by a former 
woman member of the cult. He fur- 
nished $5,000 bond and was returned 
in an ambulance to Shiloh. Bonds 
for the captured leader now  totai 
$125,000. 

State Guards Witnesses. 

Officials took precautions to guard 
state witnesses after Mrs. Bessie 
Woodworth, leader of the raid by 
state troopers in which Purnell was 
taken, had appealed to Prosecuting 
Attorney George H. Bookwalter for 
protection. Mrs. Woodworth, former 
colony member, had been summened 
to the cult headquarters to see her 
mother, reported “dying.” When cult 
leaders learned Mrs. Woodworth was 
to be accompanied by an officer they 
refused her admittance. 

“If the House of David doesn’t stop 
trying to pull fake stuff, I'll arrest 
everybody in the colony for obstruct: 
ing justice,” said -‘ookwalter, The 
move to bring Mrs. Woodworth to 
Shiloh, Bookwalter declared, was an 
“attempt to monkey» with state wit- 
nesses.” 

Caneel Arrest: 

Mra. Woodworth furnished official 
information which led to Purnell’s ap- 
prehension at colony headquarters 
where he had been in hiding four 
years. 

Judge Harry A. Dingemann, of De- 
troit, tonight declared he would re- 
sume a grand jury investigation with 
in the colony to determine if members 
were attempting to obstruct justice. 
The judge held a similar investigation 
in 1922, which was never officially 
terminated.

DEMOCRATS PLAN

Prepare for Permanent 
Reduction of 325 Mil- 
lions Annually. 


Washington, November 18.—(/)— 
Evidence that the democrats are get- 
ting ready for a smashing tax reduc- 
tion fight at the approaching short 
session of congress was given today 
when the ranking democratic mem- 
bers of the senate and house commit- 
tees which shape tax bills agreed on 
a basic plan of action.

John Garner, of the house ways and 
means committee, came a concrete 
proposal for a permanent tax reduc- 
tion cf $325,000,000 which may be in- 
creased to $400,000,00U. It would 
curtail the corporation income tar 
from 13 1-2 per cent to 11 per cent, 
Or even less, would wipe out the ex- 
cise taxes, and perhaps slightly modify 
the tobacco tax.and lower the surtax 
on incomes between $30,000 and 
$90,000. 

Coolidge Plan Opposed: 

Both Simmons and Garner have 

steadfastly insisted that ‘the treasury

“Don’t you know that every bank 
in Atlanta has, at some time or other 


taken over or organized some company | 


to work out bad debts which have 
accumulated?” Mr. Smith asked the 
witness. 

Mr. Bentley replied that he did 
not know of a single instance of this 
being done by reputable bankers. 

A motion made by Mr. Smith to 
exclude former testimony of the wit- 
ness that the Farmers’ and Traders’ 
hank was insolvent because his opin- 
ion was based on records other than 
those of the bank in question, was de- 
nied by Judge Howard.

Warcross, Ga., November 18.— 
Does the prompt conviction of Major 
Browr: and others on charges of mur- 
de in eonnection with the lynching 
of Dave Wright, Georgia’s first and 
only lynching in 1926, mean that a 
new sentiment against such mob vio- 
lence has been created in Georgia? 

“Certainly that is true in the Coffee 
ty vicinity,” declares Judge Harrv 
D. Reed, of the Waycross circuit of 
the superior court, presiding judge. sat 
the trial of the confessed lynchers 
yesterday in ‘Douglas. 

“The people in that section realized 
the law was on trial. It was civiliza- 
tion at stake. The outeome of the 
cases reflects the sentiment of the bet- 
ter citizenry—not only for this seec- 
tion, but I believe, the entire state 
of Georgia. 

“Tke men on trial, I would say, 
represented an ‘element’ in Coffee 
country. Their mob violence, that is, 
the taking of the law in their own 
hands. was not so much their desire 
to see justice done as it was, I be- 
lieve, a lust to eke out private ven- 
geance, 

“The cases grew out of the killinz 
of a woman and it was the relatives 
of this woman who apparently planned 
and exrried out the lynching.” 

Judge Reed was asked the following 
question: 

“Do you believe, had the victim 
been a negro the sentiment for prompt 
conviction and heavy sentences would 
have been the same?” 

“T) hat is a hard question to an- 
swer,” Judge Reed said thoughtfully. 
“T will say this much. The sentiment 
there would have certainly been in 
favor of letting the law take its 
course, The attitude of these people— 
an” they are good, high-typed citizens 
in Coffee county—was strongly pro- 
nounced against mob violence. Wheth- 
er or not it would have been equally 
as apparent had the rictim been a 
negro. I don’t know.” 

“The grand jury of Coffee county. 
representing the best types of men in 
that sectcion, is to be commended on 
their prompt action in finding indict- 
ments. The solicitor, A. B. Spencer, 
is also entitled to approval and grate- 
fulness of the county and state for his 
untiring efforts to bring the men to 
justice, 

“The judgment of the court and the

“That's the lady I saw, the one with 
her hat off.” whined Mrs. Gibson. 

Mrs. Hall’s steady glance never 
wavered. 

The “pig woman” unconsciously had 
said “lady.” 

It was she who looked away. 


Stand Ordeal Well. 

With the same uunruffled com- 
posure that has marked their de- 
portment from the start of the trial, 
the three defendants came through the 
ordeal with flying colors. Eyen when 
the feeble voice from the cot de- 
scribed Mrs. Hall as kneeling bare- 
headed beside the bodies of her slain 


husband and his sweetheart. the ac- 


cused widow seemed unmoved, 

Mrs. Gibson herself, although Dr. 
Synder, of Jersey City hospital, ae- 
eused the prosecutor of jeopardizing 
her life, bore up well through more 
than two hours of cross-examination, 
in which Senator Case, of de- 
fense counsel, sought suavely and with 
unaccustomed gentleness to break down 
her story. 

Senator Simpson’s star witness ad- 
mitted nothing to the defense. At 
times she answered angrily, but for 
the most part in a voice that held a 
world of weariness, a desire to be 
finished with the affair. 

The plan of the defense to cdfnbat 
Mrs. Gibson’s testimony was made 
perfectly clear by the cross-examina- 
tion of the state’s star witness. 

Will Attack Veracity. 

The lawyers summoned by the 
wealth of the Stevens clan to de- 
fend these New Jersey aristocrats will 
put on an array of witnesses to prove 
the “pig woman” a confirmed liar. 

Former husbands of the witness, 
concerning whom she was confused, 
were named. Persons who had talk- 
ed with her afier the murder, and 
to whom, the defense will allege, she 
made suggestions regarding testimony 
against Mrs. Hall and her brothers, 
were hinted at by Senator Case. . 

For more than two hours Mrs. Gib- 
son wearily denied, denied, denied, or 
didn't remember. Several times she 
seemed exhausted and the watchful 
nurse took her pulse and made cabal- 
istic notations on a hospital chart. 
Once Mrs. Gibson received nourish- 
ment from a thermos bottle which 
stood among the array of hospital 
paraphernalia beside her cot.

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When it was over an& Senator

Declares She Told Truth. 

In the subdued noise and stir of 
shuffling feet, just as the jury was 
filing out for a brief recess, the wit- 
ness suddenly qried out: 

“T’ve told the truth, so help me 
God, and you know it—you know it— 
you know it.” 

While gasps of amazement were si- 
lenced by the staccato pounding of 
the judge’s gavel, all eyes were turn- 
ed towards the three defendants. 

Mrs. Hall calmly regarded the pros- 
trate witness, her demeanor suggest- 
ing that she knew nothing of the sort. 
Henry and “Willie” were somewhat 
startled, leaning forward with their 
hands on their knees. 

Then a handkerchief was placed 
over Mrs. Giibson’s tired face. Stal- 
wart policeman lifted her from the cot 
to a stretcher, and she was carried 
in silence to a waiting ambulance and 
whirled away through the twilight to 
Jersey City. 

Defense Lawyers Sneer. 

Defense counsel] sneered at the out- 
burst,

ferring to Senator Simpson, who Was 
looking not at all displeased by the 
performance of his star witness.

“We had information that a de- 
fense detective came here early and 
put Mrs. Cerenner in a choice seat,” 
retorted Senator Simpson. ‘“‘We were 
afraid she would make some outcry 
or create a scene.”’ 

Finally the judge suggested chat 
the state’s detective move slightly 
away, and this was done. 

Mrs. Gibson’s feebleness was appar- 
ent from thesmoment she was carried 
into the courtroom, through ranks of 
expectant spectators, Thursday morn- 
ing.

Then, “bang, bang. bang,” and away 
ealloped Mrs. Gibson into the night, 
losing one of her moccasins. 

Sleuth Enters Case. 

One thing more Senator Simpson 
required his witness to tell. This 
concerned the visit of Felix Di Mar- 
tini, the detective who has moved 
like a sinister apparition through the 
fabric of the state’s story. 

Mr. Gibson testified that Di Mar- 
tini eame to her rude farm-and told 
her to keep her mouth shut. 

-“T told him to get out. I was 
afraid of him,”’ said the witness, but 
she added that when she gave the or- 
der, the detective promptly fled. Mrs. 
Gibson in those days was notable for 
the quickness of her trigger finger 
upon the old family shotgun. 

Senator Case, lean, slightly bald de- 
fense attorney, adjusted his pincenese 
and rose for cross-examination.

The “pig woman’’ also denied hav- 
ing told this to a reporter. 

“I told him: ‘Nothing to say,” 
she said wearily. 

“Do you tell reporters all yous busi- 
ness?’’ 

The defense attorney then went into 
details of Mrs. Gibson’s birth, her va- 
rious alleged husbands, her affairs 
with men, and her divorces. 

Repeatedly from the still figure on 
the cot came denials, and the faint 
reiteration : 

“No, sir. It’s not so.’’ 

Senator Case pressed her as to how

named Abraham Lincoln. As president , 


of the Tnited Statés he was at the 
battlefield of Gettysburg in Pennsy!- 
vania to dedicate it as a national 
cemetery for the dead of the Unien 
arny who had perished on that field 
in the historic battle of July 1-3, that 
same year. 

The occasion was of singular pa- 
triotic and pathetic interest and at- 
tracted the presence of many notables 
of the Union section of the nation. The 
president, while he officially was the 
central figure of. the seene, was not 
cast to be the chief actor. 

The dedicatory oration was delivered 
hy Hon. Edward Everett, of Massa- 
chusetts, an eminent statesman who 


fer except president or vice president ; 
but he had heen a candidate for the 
latter post on the Bell and Everett 
ticket in 1860, opposing that of Lin- 
coln and Hamlin. 

Mr. Everett delivered a classic ora- 
tion of historic and philosophie quali- 
ty. He spoke for nearly two hours, 
but all he said is buried in out-dated 
books. 

President Lincoln then spoke to the 
multitude, reading from a single sheet 
of writing paper and oecupying less 
than three minutes in delivering his 
solemn and earnest essay. 

Some of those with him afterwards 
remarked that the auditors heard it 
with the air of persons listening to a 
sermon and not a note of applause 
followed it.

If a boy do.: not care to 
come to Emory merely to be instruct- 
ed, let him go to some of the other 
intercollegiate athletic institutions, 
where it plays a big part.”

TECHHARRIERS 
DEFEND CROWN 
AT GEORGIA

Friday afternoon the. Tech cross- 


country team will journey to Athens 
to defend their title in the third an- 
nual southern conference cross-coun- 
try championship, held this year un- 
der the auspices of the University of 
Georgia. This will be the third time 
that an official race will be run to 
determine who shall wear the cross- 
country crown 

Up to 1924 the conference team win- 
ning the Birmingham road race was 
awardeld the championship, but since 
that time a separate race has been 
instituted. 

The first conference cross-country 
run, held in 1924 at Washington and 
Lee, had only four entries. V. P. 
won the championship; Washington 
and Lee, second ; Georgia Tech. third; 
Virginia, fourth. 

Last year the number of entries 
doubled. Georgia Tech and VY. P. I. 
tied for first, but Tech was awarded 
the championship for having the first 
man between the tying teams to finish, 
as Captain Lindsey Roberts, Tech, 
was the individual winner of the race 
and broke thé course record. Universi- 
ty of Georgia was third; Virginia, 
fourth; Washington and Lee, fifth; 
V. M. I.. sixth; Florida, seventh. 
Maryland was entered but did not run. 

Three Out. 

This year there will be an increased 
number of entries over last year. Vir- 
vinia, Auburn, V. M. JI., Clemson, 
Georgia, Georgia Tech, Washington 
and Jee, Maryland and North Caro- 
have already signified their in- 
tentions of entering teams and only 
three of the 22 conference colleges 
have definitely stated that they will 
not enter teams. 

There will be a cup awarded to the 
college whose team wins the cham- 
pionship. The members of the win- 
ning team will each receive a medal, 
and the first 15 men to finish will also 
be awarded medals, the first five gold, 
the second five silver, and the last 
five bronze. 

Coach Barron has picked the fol- 
lowing seven men, Captain Dick Bick- 
ett, Roy Brewer, Tom Wright, “Ike” 
Williams, Ben Peacock, George Mor- 
gan and -Julien Saks to represent 
Georgia Tech in defense of the title 
that the last year’s cross-country .:am 
won at V. P. I. The Tech team is 
running ‘much better than last year 
but on the other hand there are more 
and stronger teams entered than was 
the case last- year.

EXPERT DECLARES 


Essentials of good stucco work are 
a proper foundation and a correct 
mixture of mortar, BE. J. Kennedy, of 
Los Angeles, told a gathering of At- 
lanta architects, contractors, plasters 
and home-buildess at the chamber of 
commerce last night. Demonstrations 
were given for the educational pro- 
motion of uses of stucco under the 
auspices of the Portland Cement as- 
sociation, an organization of engineers 
with district offices in 31 states. 

Mr. Kennedy said he found that 
many plasterers used too much ce- 
ment in their preparation of mortar 
and recommended a 1-3 mixture with 
15-pound waterproof paper to ex- 
clude moisture from the superstructure 
and a proper mesh reinforcement in 
the center of the plaster, which should 
have a minimum thickness of one 
inch. He said the application of the 
stucco should start at the bottom and 
be worked upward and that a shrink- 
age es of 21 days should be al- 
lowed, but that 75 per cent of the 


| shrinkage would take place within the 


first seven days. Stiff mortar should 
be used to prevent droppage. 


The builders were told that natural 
cement was known to have stood for 
2,500 years, and that in the blending 
of colors in old-world styles of archi- 
tecture, modern methods had enabled 
man to produce color combinations 
that nature required centuries to do. 
They were cautioned against the use 
of water-proofing compounds as Mr. 
Kennedy said he had found none that 
were permanent and that when they 
peeled off the original finish was left
